It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows: 

Section 1. Any banking company, chartered or re-chartered, 
at the present session, or any future session, shall be subject to the 
provisions of this act, and to the control, at all times, of the legisla- 
ture, to alter, amend, or repeal, as the public good may require ; 
and shall be subject to the provisiens of the first twenty-seven, and 
the fortieth and forty-first sections of the eightieth chapter of the 
Revised Statutes; but shall not be subject to the remaining sections 
of said eightieth chapter, except so far as the same are re-enacted 
in this act. Provided, that no such corporation shall be bound to 
contribute for the payment of losses which shall have accrued pre- 
vious to their act of incorporation or re-charter, by the failure of 
any safety-fund bank. 

Secr. 2. No such banking company, incorporated as mentioned 
in the preceding section, shall make any loans or discounts, or issue 
any bills for circulation, until at least one half of its capital stock 
shall have been paid into the bank in gold and silver, and perma- 
nently deposited for the use of such bank ; nor until the amount 
shall have been ascertained, and the certificate thereof deposited 
with the treasurer of the state, as provided in the succeeding section ; 
and no such bank shall continue to make loans or discounts for a 
longer space than two years after commencing business under such 
act of incorporation, unless the whole of the capital stock allowed 
in the charter shall have been paid in, subject to the provisions of 
the succeeding section. 

Secr. 3. The commissioner appointed according to the provi- 
sions of the eightieth chapter of the Revised Statutes, shall, on the 
application of such banking company, examine the amount paid for 
capital stock, and ascertain by the oaths of a majority of the direc- 
tors, that such money has been paid in by the stockholders toward 
the payment of their shares, and not for any other purpose ; and 
that it is intended that the same shall remain in said bank as a part 
of its capital stock, and the said commissioner shall make a certifi- 
cate thereof to the treasurer of the state. 
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Secr. 4. No such banking corporation, re-chartered as men- 
tioned in the first section, shall continue in operation, or take any 
benefit by reason of such re-charter, Ánlèss such corporation shall 
have remaining in such bank, or shall cause to be paid into such 
bank for capital, funds which shall be available at the time, to the 
full amount of the capital stock which shall have been paid in, un- 
der its original charter, and the amount ascertained, and the.certifi- 
cate thereof deposited with the treasurer according to the provisions 
of the preceding section. 

Secr. 5. Every such bank, whose charter shall be extended, 
shall, within one year after such extension takes effect, pay in all its 
capital, to be ascertained and certified in the manner provided in the 
third section ; provided that such corporation may reduce its capital 
stock to any sum not below the amount actually paid in at the time 
of the renewal of its charter, and may, within one year from the 
time of its renewal, file with the trcasurer of the state a certificate 
under the seal of the corporation, setting forth the sum to which the 
capital stock is to be reduced ; and the sum so certified, after the 
filing of such certificate, shall be taken to be the amount of the 
capital stock of such bank. 

Secr. 6. No part of the capital stock of any bank shall, at any 
time, during the period, for which it is authorised to continue its 
banking operations, be withdrawn from such bank. 

Secr. 7. The stock, property, and concerns, of every such 
bank, shall be managed and conducted by directors to such number 
and appointed in such manner, as the act of incorporation shall di- 
rect, who shall be stockholders and inhabitants of the state, and 
shall hold their offices until others are appointed and qualified to 
act; and a majority of the directors shall be required to constitute 
a quorum. 

Secr. 8. The directors of any such bank shall be liable to pay 
to the creditors and stockholders of such bank, all losses which may 
be sustained in consequence of any violation, by them, of the pro- 
visions of this act, or of any other law, or other unfaithfulness in 
the discharge of their official duties ; and any number of such di- 
rectors may be sued in the same action by any claimant under the 
provisions of thts section. 

Secr. 9. Further to secure the liabilities mentioned in the 
eighth section, each of the directors shall execute a bond to the trea- 
surer of the state, in an equal amount. the aggregate amount of 
which bonds shall be equal to the amount of the capital stock actu- 
ally paid in, with a condition for the payment and discharge of the 
liabilities mentioned in said eighth section; and such bonds shall be 
secured by one or more sufficient sureties, residing in this state and 
not directors, or by sufficient mortgage of real estate, to be examined 
and approved by the said commissioner; and such bonds shall be 
for the security, and may be prosecuted for the benefit of any claim- 
ants under the provisions.of the eighth section. 
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Secr, 10. No director shall enter upon, or discharge any of the 
duties of his office, nor shall the bank go into operation, until such 
bonds have been executed and approved, as mentioned in the pre- 
ceding section. 

Secer. 11. Any director, who may have paid more than his share 
of the liabilities mentioned in the preceding sections, may have any- 
proper action, in law or equity, against such other directors as shall 
not have paid their full shares. 

Secr. 12. The directors, after being qualified to act as such, in 
the manner required by law, may appoint one of their number to 
be president of such bank ; and may appoint and remove, at plea- 
sure, a cashier, and all other necessary officers and servants, and 
fix their compensation ; and may make all necessary by -laws and 
regulations, not inconsistent with the act of incorporation, or the 
laws of thisstate, to regulate :— 

1. The conduct and duties of the several officers ; 

2. The times and places of holding, and the manner of notify- 
ing the meetings of the directors and of the corporation ; 

3. The terms and conditions on which all loans and discounts 
shall be made, and other negotiations of the corporation shall be 
transacted ; 

4. The disposition of the stock, property, and effects, of said 
corporation ; 

5. The election of directors and filling vacancies in that office ; 

And all other regulations necessary for the proper management 
of the business of the bank, and to carry into effect the purposes of 
its incorporation. 

Seer. 13. The cashier of the bank shall be required, before he 
enters upon the duties of his office, to give a bond to the treasu- 
rer of this state, with sufficient sureties, to be approved by the 
bank commissioner, in the sum of not less than twenty thousand 
dollars, conditioned for the faithful discharge of the duties of his 
office, which shall be for the security, and may be prosecuted for 
the benefit, not only of the corporation, but of all others inter- 
ested. 

Secr. 14. Any such bank may loan and negotiate its moneys 
- and effects, by discounting on banking principles, upon such se- 
curity as the directors shall deem expedient; and dividends of the 
profits of the bank may be made by the directors every six 
months. 

Secr. 15. Such corporation shall not receive or demand any greater 
interest or discount, on any note, draft, or security, than at the 
rate of six per cent. per annum; but such interest or discount 
may be calculated and taken according to the established rules of 
banking. 

Secr. 16. No such corporation. shall, directly or indirectly, employ 
its money in trade or commerce, or deal or trade in buying or sell- 
ing any goods, chattels, wares, or merchandize; provided that 
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_ such corporation may sell all kinds of property which shall come 
into its possession in the ordinary collection of its debts. 

Secr. 17. No stockholder, director, or other officer, shalt at any 
one time, be, either directly or indirectly, indebted to the bank, in a 
greater amount than five per cent. of the capital stock actually paid 
in; nor shall any individual, company or corporation other than 
such stockholder, director or other officer, be at any one time in- 
debted to any bank in a greater amount than the sum of ten per 
cent. of the capital stock so paid in, except for deposits made by 
such bank for the purpose of redeeming their bills at the place of 
such redemption, or cn the purchase of bills of exchange; and all 
the directors and other officers shall not, at any one time, be di- 
rectly or indirectly, indebted to the bank, toa greater amount than 
the aggregate amount of three per cent. of such. capita} stock, for 
each director. 

Sect. 18. No such bank shall issue bills,or otherwise contract debts, 
to a greater amount than the amount of the deposits, and twice the 
amount of the capital stock actually paid in; but the violation of 
this provision shall not avoid any contract, or be construed to pre- 
vent the collection of any debt, contracted by such bank 

Secr. 19. All the bills and notes of such bank shall be deemed to 
be payable at such bank, and shall at all times be received by said 
bank, .on all judgments, executions, or demands, made payable 
to, or the property of, such bank.. 

Secr. 20. If the officers of any such bank shall refuse or delay 
payment, in gold or silver money, of any bill or note of such bank, 
presénted for payment in their usual hours of business, the said 
bank shall be liable to pay the holder of such. bill or note, as dam- 
ages, at the rate of twelve per cent. a year, for the time during 
which such payment shall be refused or delayed. 

Secr. 21. Atany time,within two years from the timeany such bank 
may be incorporated or recharted, such corporation shall be requir- 
ed, when requested by the legislature, to loan to this state any sum 
of money which may be so requested, to be repaid in three annual 
instalments, or sooner, at the election of the state, with annual in- 
terest; provided, that the whole amount due to such bank from the 
state, for such loans, at any one time, shall not exceed five thousand 
dollars; provided also, that such corporation shall not be required 
to make such loan, when it shall be in violation of the provisions 
of the eighteenth section of this act. o, 

Secr. 22. No loan shall be made, or any bill or note discounted, 
without the consent of a majority of the directors. 

` Secor. 23. No bank shall issue bills of a less denomination thar one 
doilar, or bills which contain fractional parts of a dollar, under pe- 
nalty of one hundred dollars, payable to the treasurer of the state, 
which may be recovered of such bank, in an action of debt, in 
the name of said treasurer. , 
Secr. 24. All such banking corporations shail semi-annually, at 
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the times at which the directors shall usually declare the dividends of: 
the profits of such bank, pay into the,treasury of this state one per 
cent. of the capital stock actually- paid in, as a tax upon the in- 
come of such bank ; provided, that if the directors shall keep a 
sufficient deposit of funds in the city of Boston in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, and shall at that city uniformly cause 
théir bills to be redeemed at par, such corporation shall be exempt 
from such payment; but if they shall fail so to redeem their bills 
for the period of ten days in the whole, in any one year, the said 
tax shall be paid for that year. | 

_ Secr. 25. The directors of any bank shall not loan or pay Fout any 
money, or allow the same to be loaned or paid out, on the pledge 
ef any stock in such bank. 

Secr. 36. The real estate, which it shall be lawful for any such bank 
-to hold, shall be only such as shall be needed for the accommoda- 
_tion of said bank, in the transaction of its business, such as shall 
have been mortgaged to it, by way of security, or conveyed to it in 
payment of debts previously contracted, or set off on execution in 
satisfaction of the debts of such bank. . 

Secr. 27. Each stockholder shall be entitled toa number of votes, 
proportioned to the number of shares which may have been held by 
such stockholder, at least three months before the time of voting, ac- 
cording to the following rates,—one vote for each share not exceeding 
four ; five votes for six shares, six votes for eight shares, and seven votes 
for ten shares, one vote for every five shares above ten ; provided that 
no stockholder shall be entitled to more than twenty votes ; and absent 
stockholders may vote by proxy, authorized in writing; but no 
stockholder residing out of the state shall be entitled to vote, in any 
way, inthe meetings of the corporation, nor shall any stockholder 
be entitled to more votes in his own right and by proxy than one 
fourth of all the votes given. 

Secr. 28. The dircctors may determine at what times, and in 
_ what proportion, the stockholders shall pay into the bank the amount 
unpaid on their shares of the capital stock ; and they shall give no- 
tice thereof, by publishing their order, three weeks successively, in 
some one or more of the newspapers printed in the county, where 
the bank is located’; or if no newspapershall, at the time, be print- 
ed in such county, in one or ‚more newspapers in an adjoining coun- 
ty, which shall most generally circulate in the vicinity of such bank ; 
the last of which publications shall be at least thirty days before the 
time appointed for such payment; and if any stockholder shall neg- 
lect to make payment on any share, according to such order, for 
the period of thirty days from the time appointed for such pay- 
ment, such share and all the moneys previously paid thereon, and 
all dividends accruing or due thereon, shall be forfeited to the use ` 
of such corporation. 

Secr. 29. If, by any means, ‘the capital stock of any such bank 
shall be reduced, the amount of five per cent. below the amount 
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Which- shall have been paid: into the bank, it shall be the duty of the 
directors, immediately. to raise the amount of the deficiency, by 
" asessments on the several shares, in the manner and subject to all 
the regulations provided in the preceding section, and ‘the stockhold- 
ers shall be subject to the liabilities, and: the shares to the forfeit- 
ure’ provided in that section; and the amount so raised ‘shall be 
held and deemed a part of the capital stock, within ithe meaning of 
this act. 

Secr. 30. If the’ bank commissioner, on examination, shall as- 
certain, that any of the capital stock of any bank shall have. been 
lest, as provided in the preceding section, he may make-an order, 
requiring the directors, within a time to be fixed by him, ‘to raise 
the amount of the deficiency, as provided in the preceding section, 
and give written notice of such order to the president or cashier of 
such | bank ; and if the directors shall neglect to raise such amount 
within the time limited, such corporation may be proceeded against, 
by such commissioner, and enjoined by the court of chancery, -as 
an insolvent corporation, as provided in the eightieth chapter of 
the Revised Statutes. 

Secr. 3t. If any such bank shall, directly or indirectly, make 
any loan or discount contrary to the provisions of this act, or if any 
such bank shall directly or indirectly, distribute or divide any por- 
tion: of its capital stock, among the stockholders of such corpora- 
tion before the expiration of ils “charter, such bank may be proceed- 
ed against and enjoined as an insolvent corporation, as provided 1 in 
the eightieth chapter of the Revised Statutes. 

Secr. 32. If any director or other officer of any bank, or any 
person interested in vr having charge or control of the same, shail, 
corruptly or by design, put or cause to be put in circulation any 
amount of the bills of such bank, beyond the amount limited and 
- prescribed by this act, he shall, on conviction thereof, be confined 
te hard labor in the state prison for’ a period not exceeding te. 
years. 

Secr. 33. If any director or other officer, or any person inter- 
ested.in or having charge or control of the same, shall wilfully or 
` corruptlyloari-or pay any money, or cause.the same to be loaned 
or paid, to any director ‘or other officer’ or stockholder, ‘or ‘individ 
mal or company, ur corporation, or discount or cause to be dis- 
counted any bill, note, or other obligation or security, for any such 
„director, or officer, or stockholder; or individual, or company or 
“corporation, so that such director, officer, or stockholder, individ- 
ual, or company or corporation, shall thereby become indebted to 
such ‘bank to a greater amount than is allowed by the seventeenth 
section of this act, the person so offending shall, on conviction 
thereof, be confined to hard labor in the state prison for a period 
not exceeding five years. 

Secr. 34. The shares in any such bank shall be transferable in 
such manner as may be provided in the act of incorporation, or by 
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the by-laws ;. but no transfer shall be valid until ecards in a book 
kept in said bank for that purpose, nor until- the. person making 
such transfer shall have. discharged all the liabilities due from him 
to such corporation. ` + 

‚Secr. 35. All acts, incorporating banking companies, are de- 
lied fo be public acts, and shall be construed in all courts and 
places benignly and favorably for Pe beneficial purpose therein 
mentioned 

Stor. 36. The bank commissioner is authorized to visit and 
‘inspect the condition and affairs of any banking corporation, at any 
time, on the application of any creditor or stockholder, if he shali 
judge the interest of the creditors or stockholders shall réquire it. 

Secor. 37. The auditorof accounts shall audit the accounts of 
the bank commissioner, and draw orders on the state treasurer,” for 
sach sum as he shall find justly due, which the treasurer shall pay 
out of the bank fund. - 

Secr. 38. All bonds, taken according to the profisions of. this 
act, may be put tn suit on the application of the receiver appointed 
by the court of chancery, as provided in the eightieth chapter of 
the Revised Statutes, or by order of the bank commissioner ; ands 
the avails of all such bonds shall be applied in the same manner, 
‘as provided in the twenty-first section of the eightieth chapter of 
the Revised Statutes, until the debts of such bank ‘shall be satisfied ; 
and the balance, if any, shall be returned to the directors, from 
whom the same was collected, respectively. 

Seer. 39. If the directors of any banking corporation subject to 
the provisions of this chapter, shall execute bonds to the treasurer- 
of the state tothe amount and with the security réquired in the 
ninth section of this act, to be approved by the bank commissioner, 
and deposited with said treasurer, conditioned. that such directors 
shall at all times pay and redeem, according to -law, all the bills. 
issued by such bank, and shall pay and refund all deposits made in 
such bank, when such payments are demanded, while such direct- 
ors are in office, such bank shall thereafter be exempt from all pay- 
ments required in the eightieth chapter ef the Revised Statutes, to 
the bank fund; and from.all the provisiens for the „establishment, 
presérvation and regulation: of said fund; and in such case, the 
bond required in this act to be given by the cashier, shall be given 
and made payable to such corporation ;—provided in such case, 
ssach bank shall pay the bank commissioner, out of its own funds, 
for’ his services in making any examination required by law. 

Secr. 40. It shall be the duty of the bank commissioner, annu-. 
ally, or oftener, t éxamine the condition of the bonds required:by 
this act to be given by the directors ;,and he may require the saine 
to berenewed, with-additiónal security, within such time as he may 
prescribe ; and if such directors shall neglect to furnish security’ in 
the’ manner and by the time prescribed by the commissioner, and if 
the commissioner shall deem.the security of the bonds insufficient such 
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Bank may be proceeded against by such commissioner, and enjoined 
by. the court of chancery as an insolvent cerporation, as provided in 
the eightieth-chapter of the Revised Statutes.

` H is -hereby-enacted by the General Assemblyof the State of 
Vermont, That whenever any commissioners are appointed by any 
act of incorporation, to open books to receive subscriptions to. the 
capital stock in such corporation, such commissioners shall give no- 
tice ‘by: publishing in some newspaper printed in thé county in which 
such corporation is located, a notice of the time and place where 
such books will be opened, at least thirty days before “the time of 
opening such books. Provided, if-no newspaper is published an 
‚such county, then such notice shall be published in some adjoining 
county, where a paper is published.

3. AN ACT, IN AMENDMENT OF THE FORTY-THIRD CHAPTER 
OF THE REVISED STATUTES.

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Vermont, as follows : 

Section 1. The ser geant-at-arms shall be entitled to receive 
from the treasury of this state, one hundred and fifty dollars as a 
salary during the full term of the recess of the legislature, per*year ; 
and the sergeant-at-arms shall not be permitted or allowed to take 
any compensation, by way of gift or otherwise, for such service, 
and shall, at all proper and reasonable times, admit visitors to the 

„state house and grounds; provided this act shall not be so construed 
as fo prevent the said sergeant-at-arms from receiving compensation 
for his ordinary services, or for repairs or necessary ‘work, as provi- 
ded in the chapter to which this is in addition. 

Secr. 2. If the sergeant-at-arms, or any other person in his em- 
ploy, shall receive of any person any sum of money or other thing, 
as.a compensation for waiting upon visitors and showing them the 
state house and grounds, as provided in the first section of this act, 
he shall forfeit and pay to the treasurer of this state the sum of ten 
dollars for each and every offence, toebe recovered in an action of 
debt, founded on this statute, in the name of the treasurer of the 
state, before any court proper to try the same.

6. AN ACT, TO ALTER THE SEVENTH SECTION OF THE 
EIGHTY- SECOND CHAPTER OF THE REVISED STATUTES. 


R is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the- State of 
Vermont, That if any person shall sell or offer for sale, any victu- 
als, drink or merchandize, within two miles of the place of holding 
any camp-meeting within thisstate, during the continuance of such 
meeting, he shall be punished by fine not exceeding forty dollars nor 
less than five dollars, to the use of the town in which such meeting 
is held.

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of”

‘Section 1. Whenever an alleged fugitive from service or labor 
to which he is held under the laws of other states, shall ‘have es- 
caped into this state, the claim to the services of such alleged fúgi- 
tive, his identity and the fact of his having escaped from another 
state of the United States into this state, shall be determined by 
a jury. 

Sect. 2. Every writ for the arrest of such fugitive shall be re-. 
turnable to the county court in the county in which said fugitive

If the finding of the jury be in favor of the claimant 
upon all matters submitted, the court, before whom such hearing 
shall have been had, shall grant to such claimant a certificate stating 
that.it appears from the evidence submitted to the jury, that such 
fugitive, who shall be particularly described in such certificate, doth 
owe service or labor to the person claiming the same under the laws 
of some other state in the Union, naming such person, and the state 
«under whose laws such claim is sustained. 

Secr. 5. If the finding of the jury be against the claimant, on 
any of the matters submitted to them, the person so claimed as a 
fugitive, shall be forthwith set at liberty, and shalk never thereafter 
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be molested upon the same claim ;. and any person who shall there-: 
after arrest, detain, or proceed in any manner to retake such alleged 
fugitive upon the same claim, or shall by virtue of the same claim re- 
move such alleged fugitive out of this state‘under any process or pro- 
ceeding whatever shall be deemed guilty of kidnapping, and upon 
conviction shall be punished by im prisonment in the state prison not. 
exceeding ten years. 

‘Secr. 6. The state’s attorney of the county in which any al- 
leged fugitive from service or labor from another state shall be pro- 
ceeded against by any person claiming such fugitive, shall, upon 
notice of such proceeding, render his adv ice and professional ser- 
vices to such alleged fugi itive, and shall attend in his behalf on the 
trial of such claim, and shall receive such compensation therefor, as 
shall be certified to be just and reasonable by the court before whom 
the proceedings shall be conducted, to be paid. as part of the con- 
tingent expenses of the state ; ‘and in case of the dmission of such 
‘state’s attorney to attend, or to render his professional services, 
the court before whom the proceeding shall be had, shall assign ` 
some attorney of said court, to conduct the defence of such alleged 
fugitive, and render to him the usual services of counsel, for whieh 
he shall receive a compensation to be certified and paid as herein 
before provided in respect to the state’s attorney. 

Secr. 7. Every person, so claimed asa fugitive, shail be enti- 
tled to subpcenas for his witnesses from the court before whom the 
habeas corpus may be returnable, without any fee or charge therefor, 
and every constable or sheriff to whom any such subpænas shall be 
delivered to be seryed, shall serve the same, and shall be allowed 
the same fees as for serving a subpeena in the court aforesaid, to be 
paid-as part of the contingent expenses of the state. 

Secr. 8. No person shall be entitled to a writ to arrest a fugi- 
tive from labor or service, until he shall have delivered to the court 
to whom application for ‘such writ shall be made, a bond to the 
treasurer of this state in the penal sum of one thousand dollars, with 
two sufficient sureties, inhabitants and freeholders of this state, to 
‘be approved by such court, conditioned ‘to pay all costs and’ expen- 
ses that may accrue in the prosecution of said writ legally chatgea- 
ble to such claimaht, and also to pay, weekly, the sum of two dollars 
to the person having such alleged fugitive in his custedy, for the 
support of such alleged fugitive, so jong as he ‘shall remain in cus- 
tody under such writ, or be detained by the proceedings thereon ; 
and also if any jury empanneled under this act shall render a ver- 
dict against such claim, then, that such claimant shall pay all the 
costs ‘and expenses of the proceedings, including those to. which 
such alleged fugitive shall have been subjected, and in addition 
thereto, shall pay such alleged fugitive the sum of one hundred dol- 
‘Fars and all damages which he may sustain.

for any costs in such suit.

and every such judge or other officer who shall grant or issue any 
-such certificate or other process, except in the manner prescribed in. 

. and by-this act; shall be. deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and lia- 
ble to punishment therefor. 

Secr. 10. Every person who shall, without the authority of law, 
forcibly remove or attempt to remcve from this state, any fugitive 
from service or labor, or any person who is claimed as such fugitive, 
shall forfeit the sum of five hundred dollars to the party asbrieved, 
and shall be deemed guilty of the crime of kidnapping, and upon 
conviction.of such offence, shall be punished by imprisonment in 
the state prison for a period not exceeding ten years.

within the county where the offence is committed ; and any justice 
before whom such prosecution is tried may sentence the offender to 
pay a fine in a sunr not exceeding twenty dollars, and may issue a 
warrant to carry his judgment into effect, in case no appeal is taken. 

Sect. 2. Any justice, before whom any prosecution is com- 
menced for either of the crimes mentioned in any one of the sec- 
tions of the Revised Statutes included in the first section of this act, 
may, if in his discretion the public good requires it, bind over the 
respondent, with sufficient sureties, for trial by the county court, 
and in case such sureties are not furnished, to commit the respon- 
dent to jail.

Section 1. The first constable of each town in this state, or, 
in his absence, or inability, the town clerk, or one or more of the 
selectmen, is hereby required, at least twelve days before the last 
Wednesday in March next, to warn a meeting of ‘the freemen in 
their respective towns, to be held at the places agreed upon for 
holding freemen’s meetings in such towns, on the last Wednesday 
in March next, at one o'clock in the afternoon, to give in their votes 
for thirteen such persons as they would choose for a Council of 
Censors, as provided by the constitution. And the presiding officers 
are hereby required to open the meetings and to call on the freemen 
of such town from time to time, for the space of four hours, to give 
in their votes for thirteen such persons as they would choose for a 
Council of Censors ; which votes shall be sorted and counted by the 
presiding officer, with the assistance of the town clerk for the time 
being; and a list of the same being made on one sheet of paper, 
for: the number of votes for each person, of which a record shall be 
made in the town clerk’s office, signed by the presiding officer and 
sealed up and superscribed with the name of the town and the 
words, “ Votes for the council of Censors,” which certificate shall 
be in the form following, to wit:

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state shall, before entering upon the duties of their respective offices, 
give bonds in addition to the bonds now required by law, in the 
penal sum of six hundred dollars, with one or more sureties to the 
satisfaction of the commandant of the regiment, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of the-duties of their respective offices, which 
bonds shall be executed to the treasurer of the state, and deposited 
in the offic? of the quarter-master-general, who is authorized to 
prosecute any breach of the conditions thereof. 

Secr. 2. The quarter-master of the several regiments shall,

BY LUMBER, TO OWNERS OF LAND LYING ON AND

Srcrron 1. From and after the fifteenth day of April next, if 
any lumber, such as spars, masts, or logs, of any kind, which 
have been or may be put into Connecticut river, and that ‘may be 
by the waters thereof carried or lodged upon any improved land 
adjoining the same, in this state, and which may not be taken away by 
the owner or owners thereof, his or their agent or agents, on or before 
the first day of May, annually, it shall and may be lawful for the owner 
or owners of such land to detain in his or their possession, all 
such masts, spars and other lumber, until the owner or owners 
thereof, his or their agent or agents, pay the owner or owners of 
the land, So encumbered, all the damage sustained by reason of 
said lumber lying on his or their land as aforesaid. And in case 
the owner or owners of such encumbrance, or his or their agent or 
attorney, and the owner or owners of Jand so encumbered, shall 
not agree upon the damage sustained as aforesaid, the selectmen of 
the town where such land lies, or the major part of them, not be- 
ing interested, shall adjust the same ; but if a major part of such 
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selectmen. shall be interested, in that case any three justices of the 

` peace in the county where such land lies, not interested, or a major. 
part of- them, shall adjust the said damage done as aforesaid, which 

‘adjudication shall be final and conclusive between the parties. “ 

Secr. 2. If such encumbrance shall not be removed by the owner 

or owners thereof, or his or their agent or agents, on or before the 
first day of November, annually, then the owner or owners of such 
land so encumbered, may take all such encumbrance, and convert 
the same to his or their own’use. ~Provided always, that when the 
owner or owners of any such- spars, masts and other lumber as afore- 
said, shall have paid the damage, with; costs, as aforesaid, the owner - 
or owners of all ‘such lumber shall have liberty to remove the same 
from all such lands any time between the said first day ‘of Novem- 
ber and the first day of May, then next, 

. Sect. 3. If any person or persons shall stop any masts, spars or 
logs, and confine them in any place in’ this state, so as to prevent 
the same from floating down said river, thatare or shall be marked with 
any owner’s name or mark, or-destroy, make use of, or dispose of 
the same, or cut out or deface any mark as aforesaid, otherwise 
than such as become forfeit, as provided in this act, he shall for- 
feit and pay tò such owner or owners six times the value of said 
lumber, to be recovered in any court proper to try the same, or be- 
fore any justice of the peace having jurisdiction of the same.

The house of representatives shall, annually, after 
the election of their clerk, elect an assistant clerk and a clerk of 
éngrossing, who shall take the usual oaths of office, and shall per- 
form the duties incident to such offices. 

Secr. 2. The more particular duties of the said clerks shall -be 
regulated by the rules adopted each year for the government of the 
proceedings of the houseof representatives. 

Sect. 3. If the duties of the engrossing clerk shall at: any time 
become too great to be performed by one person, the speaker of 
the house of representatives is authorized to allow an assistant or as- 
sistants, and audit the account for the same.
